configuring the movie events conduit 

Although the default behavior provides excellent func- 
tionality for most situations, the conduit options dialog 
allows you to customize the movie event synchroniza- 
tion behavior to suit your needs. 

CONFIGURING HOTSYNC 

The Movie Event HotSync action dialog allows you to 
specify when your desktop computer connects to the 
internet to update the Movie Guide calendar on the 
handheld. This can be done on every Hotsync with the 
desktop, daily or weekly. 

To specify Event HotSync behavior on a Windows PC: 

Open the HotSync application by double click- 
ing the 0 icon at the bottom right-hand corner 
of your computer screen. 
Select Custom from the popup menu.
